

Council urged 
to erect plaque 
in memory of 
comedian Rik 

A PETITION has been started calling 
for a blue plaque to be placed at the 
home where Harlow-born comedian 
Rik Mayall lived for the first three 
years of his life. 

Mr Mayall died on Monday at the 
age of 56. It is thought he may have 
suffered a seizure. 

He was born in Matching Tye on 
March 7,1958, the second of four 
children. His father, John, taught at 
Mark Hall School. When Rik was 
three the family moved to Droitwich 
Spa in Worcestershire where he 
spent the rest of his childhood. 

Residents took to social media to 
make the plea for a plaque and a 
petition has been launched on 
website www.change.org. 

After attending The King’s School, 
Worcester, he went to the University 
of Manchester in 1976 to study 
drama. It was while there he 
befriended his future comedy partner 
Ade Edmondson. 

He also met Ben Elton and Lise 
Mayer, with whom he co-wrote The 
Young Ones. 

He leaves a wife, Barbara, and three 
children - Rosie, 27, Sid, 

25, and Bonnie, 20. 

Comedian John Mann, 
who ran comedy nights at 
The Square in Harlow, 
said: “I have bumped into 
Rik on many occasions in 
the last 20 years at awards 
dos and TV studios and had 
talked with him a few times. 

Like every other person who 
knew him I found him to be 
nothing short of charming.”

M&S to shut www.harlowstar.co.uk 

town centre store 





MARKS & Spencer is planning to 
close its “poorly performing” store 
in Broad Walk and open a Simply 
Food outlet at an out-of-town retail 
park. 

The company is seeking permis¬ 
sion to use the unit adjacent to 
Cineworld at the Queensgate Centre 
in Edinburgh Way - until recently 
occupied by Wren Living - for the 
sale of food, drink and other goods. 
It is also looking to open a cafe on 
the site. 

Last year M&S refused to com¬ 
ment when the Star reported it was 
considering shutting its Harvey 
Centre store. But now the company 
has revealed its intentions in 
two planning applications 
submitted to Harlow Council. 

Documents submitted as 
part of the application state: 
“M&S proposals at Harlow 
differ from other new 
Simply Food stores in that 
their intention is to open a 
new Simply Food store 
concurrently with closing

their poorly performing town centre 
store. 

“This reflects that, based on their 
town centre store trading experi¬ 
ence and assessment of catchment 
area potential, M&S have concluded 
that Harlow cannot sustain a suc¬ 
cessful M&S general merchandise 
(i.e. non-food) offer but has the 
potential for a successful Simply 
Food business.” 

A spokesman for the Harvey 
Centre, which is currently undergo¬ 
ing a multi-million pound refurb¬ 
ishment, described the news as “dis¬ 
appointing”. 

“We are aware that M&S has sub¬ 
mitted a planning application to 
relocate to another site. This is obvi¬ 
ously disappointing news, especial¬ 
ly as we are investing so much in the 
centre to ensure it remains a mod¬ 
ern vibrant attraction. 

“In recent months we have been 
trying to open discussions with 


them about their changing business 
requirements but without success. 
We would still welcome this oppor¬ 
tunity. 

“The owners of the Harvey Centre 
are committed to ensuring that the 
centre maintains its status as a key 
element of the town centre.” 

He added: “We will be making rep¬ 
resentations about the planning 
application to the council in due 
course but Government policy 
requires that retail should be 
accommodated in town centres 
wherever possible and we will be 
asking the council to reinforce this 
policy.” 

An M&S spokeswoman said: “This 
is something we have given a great 
deal of consideration. We under¬ 
stand that some customers will be 
disappointed that we are proposing 
to relocate the store but we believe 
the Queensgate Centre is the best 
location for an M&S store. 

“Harlow is important to us. We

want to stay in the town and 
we want to do that in a store 
that is fit for the future of 
M&S. 

“The new store will give our 
customers a much bigger M&S 
food offer and an improved 
shopping experience, 
including a new 50-seat M&S 
cafe and free parking.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon 
said: “Marks and Spencer 
closure is bad news. The most 
important thing, however, is 
jobs and I hope that if M&S do 
open at the Queensgate Centre 
jobs are maintained and 
everyone who has a job in the 
current store will be offered a 
job in the new one. 

“Regeneration of Broad Walk 
and Market Square should be a 
top priority for the council, 
though it is good that the 
Harvey Centre managers are 
committed to serious 
investment in our shopping 
areas.” 

Labour parliamentary 
candidate Suzy Stride said: 

“My biggest concern is 
possible loss of jobs and I hope 
this can be avoided. Local 
businesses have already 
expressed concern to me over 
the loss and the knock-on 
effect of possible reduction of 
footfall for other businesses in 
the town centre. 

“I am also concerned about 
the lack of public transport to 
the retail park, meaning some 
residents will no longer be able 
to access it. As anyone who has 
been there knows, parking is 
already an issue. This needs to 
be addressed if there is to be 
an influx of cars to the area.” 

Star readers shared their 
views on our Facebook page. 
Sue Eubel said: “Terrible news 
for an already flagging town 
centre. Harlow has nothing to 
draw people in from out of 
town.” 

Joy Hale commented: “I do 
feel for the older people I see in 
there who may find it difficult 
to get to the Queensgate 
Centre if they don’t drive.” 

And Richard James said: “I 
never use the town centre 
store as the food section is too 
small and parking is a pain. I 
will definitely use the new 
Simply Food as long as the 
opening hours are good.”

The officer, who comes from 
Harlow, said: “In the Falklands 
we have a very small town so a 
small community. I’ve been 
working with PC Rob Hance and 
with the neighbourhood policing 
team for six shifts and getting 
ideas and suggestions on how 
Essex Police organise their 
neighbourhood policing. 

“It’s been brilliant. There are a 
lot of differences but also a lot 


of similarities, especially in how 
strong the team is here. 

“It’s been very educational 
and interesting. I’ll be taking 
back lots of useful information 
with me.” 

PC Hance added: “We have 
held a couple of talks on 
neighbourhood policing and lots 
of foot patrols mainly around 
Bush Fair, Toddbrook and 
Passmores. We started the visit 
off with a drugs warrant which 
was a success and have done a 
range of things. 

“It’s been great to have Asa 
here and hear his stories about 
policing in the Falkland 
Islands.” 


Eye patients fear for 
the quality of service

EYE patients fear their treatment 
will suffer after Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital announced it was 
ending its contract with the world- 
famous Moorfields Eye Hospital. 

The Harlow hospital will contin¬ 
ue to run an age-related macular 
degeneration service, which for 
the past five years has been sup¬ 
ported by consultants from Moor¬ 
fields. 

But Mandy Smith, 54, who has 
been diagnosed with macular 
edema and diabetic retinopathy, is 
concerned the quality of the ser¬ 
vice will suffer. 

Mandy, who is a member of 
Harlow Macular Support Group, 
has been using the service since it 
was launched. “I am not happy to 
lose the service from Moorfield, 
nor are many at the Harlow 
Macular Society,” she said. 

“When the group heard that the 
contract was being stopped every¬ 
one was really surprised, shocked 
and disappointed.” 

Mrs Smith, of Broad Eaves, 
Roydon, said that on the occasions 
she was not treated by a Moorfields 
consultant she was not as happy 
with the service she received.

Her husband Kevin, 54, said: “It is 
about the quality of service. It’s 
people’s eyesight and if the quality 
is not there then understandably 
we are concerned.” 

PAH invested more than £500,000 
in ophthalmology equipment last 
year and Jules Martin, chief oper¬ 
ating officer for the Princess 


Alexandra Hospital NHS Trust, 
insisted the service would not suf¬ 
fer as a result of the change. 

“This will not affect the service 
or care standards and will in fact 
enable increased clinics to be 
made available to treat more 
patients,” she told the Star. 

“I would like to take this oppor¬ 
tunity to reassure the public that 
any changes which affect service 
provision within the trust will 
always undergo a full review and 
consultation. In this instance that 
was not necessary, but neverthe¬ 
less all decisions taken have been, 
and will be, in the patient’s best 
interests.” 

A spokeswoman for Moorfields 
said: “PAH has notified Moorfields 
that they will not be renewing 
their contract with us. 

“We are pleased to have been 
able to contribute to a range of 
improvements in eye care for local 
people during this time, including 
the establishment of a high quality 
injection service for age-related 
macular degeneration, which 
meant that patients no longer had 
to travel into central London for 
this treatment as had previously 
been the case.” 

The contract with Moorfields will 
end in January.

What 
an asset it was to the status of the Town 
Park and to Harlow. 

The infrastructure to restore this section 
of the park is still there for all to see. With 
the Golfwise brothers interested in reviving 
this beautiful space with their expertise 
and skills it shouldn’t be too much upheaval 
to get it back. 

It therefore came as a shock to read the 
leader of Harlow Council dismissing this 
possibility because it was unlikey the 
council would have the money available.

For this money not only could it provide 
the pitch and putt but throw in a 
refurbished Spurriers cafe which is 
standing empty with a full industrial-size 
kitchen inside. Or maybe the council prefers 
to consult outside consultants, contractors, 
designers, landscape gardeners and other 
agencies which, after all the fees are paid, 
will leave the park with a converted public 
lavatory posing as a tourist informatioin 
centre. 

Go for it, Mr Mustafa - bring back our 
glorious pitch and putt.

The blockage is the access to the town 
centre itself (and the exit to the A414 at 
Eastwick) and a major part of this blockage 
for incoming and through traffic is the bus 
lane along Second Avenue and the double 
sets of lights at the Leisurezone 
roundabout. 

Before we throw away £4.2m on a scheme 
which will not work, could we not employ 
some experts to computer model the effects 
of the scheme that will simply add to the 
misery of trying to get into and out of 
Harlow. Cheaper still, for a trial period 
suspend the bus lane and switch off the 
double sets of lights by the Leisurezone. It 
will cost virtually nothing to see the result. 

If this is a success, replace the lights with 
an underpass or overpass for pedestrians. 
Simple. 

The root of the problem will remain, the 
fact that the Mil is on the wrong side of 
town and the only real answer would be a 
ring road made from a north and south Mil 
to the A414 west of Eastwick. However, this 
would be deemed to be too costly so the 
councils - local and county - will just keep 
wasting money by throwing it at pinch 
points.

No guarantees over new jobs 

SIR Harlow is in the throws of the biggest 
investment it has had since the 1950s and 
will probably never get this level of 
investment again. Yet the suggested 
developments and infrastructure strategies 
are causing major concerns for current 
residents who live and work in the town. 

For nearly a year we have been bombarded 
with news about meetings, groups, tours, 
ideas and of course what s on offer for the 
current local residents. All this information 
seems contradictory to a lot of what is being 
previously stated and terms like “an organic 
approach is being taken” does not provide 
any confidence. 

What seems to be clear to me is that these 
strategies identify the number of housing 
and schools etc and investment figures and 
infrastructure requirements. What is 
unclear is how many jobs this will bring for 
all age groups and importantly for our own 
young workforce. 

It is constantly publicised that 5,000 jobs 
will be created in Harlow. So is this an actual 
figure for residents to consider as part of the 
overall numbers being explained and sold to 
us to accept and seek our support? 

Unfortunately it is not. The terms of the 
Enterprise Zone investments provided by the 
Government states that neither the council 
or Government can guarantee that any job 
must be provided by any new industry in 
this zone to current local residents. Not only 
this but the specialised industries being 
targeted for the zone are not industries for 
which Harlow’s workforce is known to 
possess skills. 

Do we know who these industries are and 
what they require or are we just hoping 
industries and jobs will come along and 
forced to accept we do not actually know if 
there will be any employment at all for our 
local workforce. 

Perhaps when these actual local 
employment figures are provided, Harlow 
residents may see the benefits for current 
residents and their families. Only then may 
these projects and their instigators gain the 
support from Harlow residents to 
successfully reshape the town for the next 50 
years.

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Academy status 
for three schools 


THREE primary schools in Harlow - includ¬ 
ing under-fire Longwood - will be taken over 
as academies and run under one headteach¬ 
er. 

NET Academy Trust have confirmed that 
they have been given the go-ahead to become 
academy sponsors of Longwood Primary & 
Nursery School in Paringdon Road, Latton 
Green Primary School in Riddings Lane and 
Abbotsweld Primary School in Partridge 
Road. 

A spokesman for NET said: “NET Academy 
Trust have received ministerial approval to 
become academy sponsors for three Harlow 
schools. We will provide further information 
later in the school term.” 

Standards of education at Longwood were 
judged to be “unacceptably low” and a meet¬ 
ing was held for parents to discuss the school’s 
future. 

But the meeting was branded “a joke” by one 
parent who said none of her questions were 
answered. 

Toni Meredith, who already has two sons at 
the school and her youngest due to start in 
September, said: “My two boys are doing well 
but my concern is with my youngest son who 
will be going to the school in September 

“The meeting was just a joke, they didn’t 
really answer any questions apart from the 
fact that they were able to confirm Longwood 
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is becoming an academy. We are just going to 
have to wait and see now.” 

A governor at the school, who asked not to be 
named and served on the school board for 12 
years before being replaced with an interim 
executive board by Essex County Council in 
February, said: “Becoming an academy means 
more disruption but we knew that was the 
plan. The plan all along was to make the 
school fail on the organised inspection so that 
it could become an academy. 

“We do have to move forward because if we 
don’t, the kids will suffer. There is no guaran¬ 
tee that the academy will be better than any 
other school. 

“They did give some answers at the meeting 
and their plan was supposed to get the school 
up faster than the governors could as they 
said we had not done enough but they have 
not done any better.” 

Latton Green Primary School was deemed 
by Ofsted as requiring special measures in 
October last year with the quality of teaching 
being judged as “inadequate”. 

Similarity to Latton Green and Longwood, in 
an Ofsted inspection in January this year, 
Abbotsweld was judged by the education 
watchdog as “requires improvement”.

Attack victim’s jaw broken by gang of youths

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Noisy neighbour 
taken to court for 
breaching order 


A NOISY neighbour has had her audio 
equipment seized and ordered to pay 
£2,000 after being found guilty of 
breaching a noise abatement notice for 
the second time in three months. 

Emma Cooke, of Arkwrights, Harlow, 
was originally served with a notice on 
July 1 last year following complaints 
from neighbours. 

The notice required her to take steps 
to ensure she did not cause a noise nui¬ 
sance. 

However, on September 24 Harlow 
Council environmental health officers 
witnessed a breach of the noise and Ms 
Cooke was issued with a court sum¬ 
mons. On March 5 she was found guilty 
and fined £100 and ordered to pay 
£1,000 in costs as well as a £20 victim 
surcharge. 

A further offence took place when 
officers heard loud music and shouting 
coming from Ms Cooke’s property after 
11pm. The council obtained a court 
warrant which was executed with sup¬ 
port from police. 

Officers seized audio equipment 
including 11 speakers, a mini hi-fi sys¬ 
tem and a DVD player. 

Ms Cooke indicated to the council she 
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was going to plead not guilty to the 
breach of the notice and the case was 
listed to be heard at Chelmsford Magi¬ 
strates Court last Monday, but she did 
not turn up for the hearing. 

The case against her was proved in her 
absence and she was fined £400 with 
£1,500 costs and a £40 victim surcharge. 

The magistrates also granted the 
council a forfeiture order in respect of 
the equipment. 

Speaking after the case, Councillor 
Phil Waite, portfolio holder for environ¬ 
ment, said: “This case shows that peo¬ 
ple do not have to put up with their 
neighbours playing loud music and 
shouting late at night. 

“Harlow’s residents are entitled to 
enjoy their homes in peace and the 
council will act to protect that right 
where necessary. 

“If anyone in Harlow is suffering 
because of noisy neighbours I would 
urge them to report it to the council so 
that we can help maintain a safe, 
healthy noise environment for every¬ 
one living and working in the town.”

I’m not a monster insists 


A SHORTAGE of young blood donors in Essex 
has prompted a plea for more volunteers to 
stave off a future shortage in life-saving sup¬ 
plies. 

The percentage of donors in the 17-24 age 
group in both counties is below the national 
average, according to NHS Blood and 
Transplant which has launched a campaign 
to encourage more people to “get off the 
bench” and start giving. 

The need for more people to give blood is 
also intensified as donations are expected to 
be disrupted during the World Cup, starting 
today (Thursday). 

In Essex there are 5,745 donors in the 17-24 
age group (13.4 per cent). Yet young donors 
are crucial to ensuring there is a robust 
donor base for years to come in order to pro¬ 
tect the future supply. 

Each year 200,000 new donors are required 
to attend a donation session to replace those 
who can no longer give for health or other 
reasons. 

Jon Latham, assistant director for donor 
services and marketing at NHS Blood and 
Transplant, said: “Our blood donors make 
up the greatest team in the world and we’re 
grateful to each and every one of them, 
including new donors registering this year. 

“We’re issuing a call-up for more to come 
forward because we know blood donation 
falls off the to-do list during hot weather, 
summer holidays,and big public events like 
the World Cup.” 

While overall blood use within the NHS 
has fallen due to improvements in clinical 
practice and NHS Blood and Transplant’s 
work with hospitals, the need for donations 
continues. More than 7,000 people need to 
attend a session every day to ensure the right 
amount is collected to meet patient needs.

Barrymore in TV interview 



GEMMA GARDNER 
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FORMER TV entertainer Michael Barrymore 
has admitted he feels “some responsiblity” 
for the death of Harlow man Stuart Lubbock 
at his home 13 years ago. 

Appearing on a celebrity special 
of The Jeremy Kyle Show on 
Monday, 62-year-old Mr Barry¬ 
more spoke openly about his 
troubled past including the 
time he came out as gay and 
the death of father-of-two 
Mr Lubbock, whose body 
was found floating in the 
swimming pool at the star’s 
luxury home in Roydon in 
March 2001. 

A post-mortem examination 
revealed Mr Lubbock, 31, of Great 
Brays, had suffered serious inter¬ 
nal injuries suggestive of sexual 
assault. Traces of ecstasy, cocaine 
and alcohol were also found in 
his bloodstream. 

A coroner later recorded an 
open verdict at his inquest, but 
the scandal effectively ended Mr 
Barrymore’s career in showbusi- 
ness. 

A police investigation revealed 
Mr Lubbock had gone to Mr

Barrymore’s house in Beaumont 
Park Road after meeting him at a 
nightclub in Harlow. 

Although three people - includ¬ 
ing Mr Barrymore - were arrested 
and questioned in June 2007 in 
relation to Mr Lubbock’s death, 
no charges have ever been 
brought. 

In the talk show broadcast on 
Monday, Mr Barrymore told Kyle 
that when he saw Mr Lubbock’s 


body in the pool he froze. 

“I ran back into the house to get 
help and then the two boys start¬ 
ed giving CPR. The ambulance 
was called for and that in turn 
calls the police. I was in complete 
shock. 

“The first thing I did wasn’t run 
away, the first thing I did was run 
to get help.” 

Quizzed about media coverage 
of the case, he said: “They did 


wipe out my career but they did not 
wipe me out. I’m still here.” 

On whether he felt some responsi¬ 
bility for Mr Lubbock’s death, he 
said: “I feel responsible for inviting 
people back to my house that night 
and I shouldn’t have done. I didn’t 
know who they were. 

“I know [Mr Lubbock’s] dad is 
again very angry and upset and 
wants answers, of course he does. 
But whatever has happened to me, 
never forget the most important 
thing is them losing their loved one. 

“The death of Stuart, that goes 
above everything. I’ve just lost a 
career and if that’s the price to pay 
then fine.” 

When Kyle suggested to Barrymore 
he had been vilified more than 
most, Mr Barrymore replied: “I 
think I had a lot to do with it. I think 
I gave them [the press] a lot on a 
plate when I should have gone for 
the second thought instead of the 
first thought. 

“I’m not a monster. I don’t deserve 
to have had done to me what I’ve 
had done but it’s happened, so I just 
get on with my life.” 

He added he was in the middle of 
preparing a case against Essex 
Police for wrongful arrest.

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Woman denies 
torching council 
home ‘because 
she didn’t like it’ 

A COUNCIL tenant accused 
of setting fire to her home 
two weeks after she moved in 
because she did not like it 
appeared in court on Tuesday 
accused of arson. 

The blaze in the ground 
floor maisonette at Quarry 
Spring, Harlow, caused 
£13,000 worth of damage. 

LeesaWenman, 32, pleads 
not guilty to a charge of arson 
with intent to endanger life 
and an alternative offence of 
arson being reckless as to 
whether life would be 
endangered. 

Carolyn Gardiner, 
prosecuting at Chelmsford 
Crown Court, said Wenman 
moved into the premises in 
lune last year but she was not 
happy. 

On the afternoon of the fire 
Wenman argued with a 
neighbour and her nephew. 

At about 8.30pm she said she 
was going in for the night and 
asked to borrow a cigarette 
lighter. 

“A few minutes later a fire 
alarm went off” said Ms 
Gardiner. “Neighbours 
smelled smoke, it smelled like 
plastic was burning. They 
realised Wenman’s flat was 
on fire.” 

It took the firefighers half- 
an-hour to extinguish the 
blaze in Wenman’s bedroom. 
The jury was told Wenman 
had left her home through a 
window and not the front 
door. She had gone to a 
friend’s. 

When police arrested her 
there Wenman did not ask 
any questions about the fire 
or damage to her home, but 
denied she had started it. 

“This defendant had 
motive,” said Ms Gardiner. 
“She didn’t want to move, she 
had fallen out with her 
neighbours and her nephew. 
We say nobody else could 
have got in in that timeline 
and set fire to that property 
and nobody else would have 
wanted to.” 

Giving evidence, neighbour 
Kerry Roche told the court 
that within a week of moving 
in Wenman said she did not 
like living there because she 
did not get on with one of the 
neighbours. 

The jury heard evidence 
that two fires were started in 
the bedroom. There were 
burn marks on the 
floorboards and skirting 
board. Although the blaze 
did not spread from the main 
bedroom but there was 
smoke and heat damage in 
other rooms on the same 
floor. 

The trial continues.

Professor Nancy 
Fontaine, director of 
nursing and quality 
for the Princess 
Alexandra Hospital 
NHS Trust, said: 
“Following the 
declared incidents on 
contaminated food in 
neonatal units, the 
Princess Alexandra 
Hospital NHS Trust 
immediately carried 
out a full internal 
audit of all 
equipment and 
nutritional supplies, 
not just in the 
neonatal intensive 
care unit but across 
the hospital.”

A YOUNG man who admitted 
racially abusing a Nigerian- 
born officer at Occasio House 
in Harlow town centre has 
been placed on 12 months 
supervision and fined £50. 

Chelmsford Magistrates 
Court was told Jake Keane, 

19, called Ebiniyi Anise a 

<<f****** i mm ig ran t” a fter 

complaining about loud 
music coming from another 
resident’s flat. 

He also asked him: “If you 
hold a British passport why 
do you have your type of 
accent?” 

Ian Allen, prosecuting, said 
at 1.10am on April 17 Keane 
complained to Mr Anise 
about loud music coming 
from another flat. When he 
was unable to contact the 
occupier of the flat, Mr Anise 
suggested Keane contact the 
police butKeane swore at him 
and told him he didn’t know 
howto do his job properly. 

Mr Allen said Keane then 
racially abused Mr Anise 
before banging on the desk 
with his fist. 

Keane pleaded guilty to a 
charge of racially aggravated 
harassment. Andrew 
Clowser, representing Keane, 
said in mitigation he had 
“lost his temper” after facing 
the prospect of a sleepless 
night. 

Keane was fined £50 with 
£50 costs and a £60 victim 
surcharge and ordered to 
complete 12 months of 
supervision. 



Union members stage protest at 
hospital over ‘derisory’ pay award 


UNION members at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital staged a 
lunchtime demonstration on 
Thursday to protest over NHS 
pay. 

Public services union UNISON 
- which represents nurses, 
paramedics and healthcare 
assistants - said the action was 
to show the anger of its 
members. 

According to the union, the 
NHS pay review body 
announcement means that staff 
at the top of their incremental 
scale will only receive a one 
per cent non-consolidated 
increase, leaving 60 per cent of 
staff without a pay rise this 
year. 

Sam Older, UNISON organiser 
for the eastern region, said: 


“Our national health conference 
last month heard from speaker 
after speaker angry at the 
Government’s decision to give a 
derisory one per cent non- 
consolidated increase. 

“Following this conference 
UNISON is now in the process 
of balloting members in the 
NHS with the potential to 
strike.” 

PAH nurse and union branch 
secretary Waida Forman said: 
“We’re not asking members to 
strike over one per cent. We’re 
saying strike for a pay award 
that starts to restore the value 
of your pay and fight for a living 
wage for all, because a 
demoralised and de-motivated 
workforce is not good for 
patients.” 


Doctor’s failings 
‘presented a risk 
to patient safety’ 


A DOCTOR who worked in the A&E department 
at Princess Alexandra Hospital until he was sus¬ 
pended has been struck off after a medical panel 
ruled his clincial failings presented a risk to 
patient safety. 

A Medical Practitioners Tribunal Service fit¬ 
ness to practise panel held in Manchester was 
told Dr Fazal Haque made a string of clinical 
errors relating to his treatment of patients at the 
Harlow hospital between 2009 and 2011. 

The most serious failings related to his treat¬ 
ment of a 17-month-old baby who had been 
taken to the department with convulsions. The 
panel was told Dr Haque failed to properly exam¬ 
ine the child, potentially exposing the tot to fur¬ 
ther convulsions and possible permanent brain 
damage. 

The panel also heard about one incident when 
the Muslim doctor washed his bare feet in a con¬ 
sultation room basin as a patient looked on. 
When the patient asked him what he was doing 
Dr Haque told him to “shut up”. 

Dr Haque was later caught with the shift man¬ 
ager’s written record of the incident. He said he 
did not want it to go any further and that he had 
been rushing to wash before sunrise. 

The panel was told the incident formed part of a 
pattern of inappropriate behaviour towards col¬ 
leagues and patients in the hospital’s emergency 
department.

The panel heard he told another member of 
staff she was “the rudest person in the depart¬ 
ment” and claimed she was “always racist” to 
another nurse. He also fell out with hospital 
employees, bickered with doctors, was aggressive 
towards nurses and called patients rude in their 
medical notes. 

He was eventually suspended from the hospital 
on full pay in July 2011 with instructions not to 
work anywhere else. However, he took locum 
shifts in the emergency department of the 
Weston General Hospital in Somerset. 

Panel chairman Michele Codd said: “The panel 
is of the view that given Dr Haque’s deficient pro¬ 
fessional performance and misconduct, and in 
particular his persistent dishonesty, it is not in 
the public interest to retain him in the future as a 
medical practitioner.” 

Mrs Codd also said his widespread clinical fail¬ 
ings presented a risk to patient safety, adding: 
“The public interest requires that it is made clear 
that Dr Haque’s behaviour is unacceptable. The 
panel considers that the reputation of the profes¬ 
sion would be eroded if it were not to erase Dr 
Haque’s name from the registrar.” 

Dr Haque, who was not present or represented 
at the hearing, has 28 days to appeal the decision.

A GROUP of pupils and staff from a 
Harlow school joined war veterans on 
a trip to Normandy to commemorate 
the 70th anniversary of the D-Day 
landings.

GARY LINEKER: EXCLUSIVE VERDICT FROM 
ENGLAND’S RECORD WORLD CUP SCORER

E NGLAND winning the World Cup in Brazil 
would be a staggering success, wouldn't it? 

I think, though, we all know that is highly 
unlikely and, going into the tournament, all of 
our expectations are reasonable. 

Saying that, I think we look in a much better 
place than six months ago with the emergence 
of so many young players with lots of talent. 
These guys have shown in the Premier League 
that they can keep the ball well, which is the 
kind of football you need to play in a country 
like Brazil. 

Let's be realistic - no European team has ever 
won the World Cup in South America and it 
will be very difficult for an England side that 
plays like we do actually to win it. 

If we get to the quarter-finals then that 
would be a pretty good effort, and anything 
beyond that would be punching above our 
weight. 

I believe England are a side very much in 
transition from the so-called 'Golden Genera¬ 
tion', with most of those either finished or 
coming to the end of their career, and a group 
who have not reached their prime yet. So we 
have got to be realistic and sensible. 

This World Cup will be about nurturing 
young talent, letting them off the leash and 
telling them to go for it and enjoy it without 
putting too much pressure on. 

What Roy Hodgson will have with this 
England squad is a group of genuinely exciting 
young players. We have seen them nurtured 
brilliantly at clubs like Liverpool and South¬ 
ampton. 

These players are ones who are not stained 
by previous World Cups - they are not scarred 
by losing a penalty shoot-out! That could prove 
a big advantage and that energy they will bring 
to the group could be very important. 

People will, of course, argue these guys do 
not have enough experience, but you are ei¬ 
ther an international footballer or you are not. 

We have guys like Adam Lallana, who is not 
actually that young but has emerged recently 
in an excellent Southampton side. He is a 
beautiful footballer. He lacks a slight bit of 
pace, but he is wonderfully gifted with both 
feet and keeps the ball so well, which is so 
important. 

Raheem Sterling is a breathtaking footballer. 
Liverpool manager Brendan Rodgers says he 
is the best young talent in Europe, and I don't 
think he was exaggerating as he is certainly 
right up there. He has shown consistency to 
play in a number of positions, which is incred¬ 
ible for one so inexperienced. 

Then you have his Anfield team-mate Daniel 


Sturridge, who has come on as a proven goal- 
scorer and has that degree of arrogance which 
you absolutely need to score goals in that posi¬ 
tion. I think he could comfortably emerge and 
become a star of this World Cup. 

Another player to have come on beautifully 
under Rodgers at Liverpool is Jordan Hender¬ 
son. He is someone who has a great engine, 
which will be vitally important, and technically 
he can play. 

Then you have Everton's Ross Barkley. For 
me, he is a massive talent. 

Like Sterling, he can go past people and 
helps give England those things which we 
have been lacking. Age is not the slightest bit 
important if you are good enough, because 
within that squad you have got a couple of 
wise old heads around - like captain Steven 
Gerrard for one. 

I really feel Barkley could emerge as a po¬ 
tential star of the tournament, and I can see 
certain things in his game like Paul Gascoigne. 
He is incredibly strong, and I think has got a 
similar stature to Gazza, with that ability to 
score amazing goals. I guess on the defensive 
side, yes, he is probably lacking in terms of 
tactical nous. 

But if you play him in a certain position then 
that wouldn't necessarily be that important. 

So while I am not going to say Barkley is 'the 
next Gazza', I think there are two or three who 
could impress on the big stage as Gazza did 
for us at Italia 90. 

But, just like for us in Italy all those years 
ago, things have to come together. 

Things you don't find out until the tourna¬ 
ment is whether these guys can cope with 
the pressures of playing against the world's 
greatest players, or with the unbelievable mi¬ 
croscope which is on you, especially from your 
own country, even if the expectation this year 
is not what it has been. 

A lot of our young players have not been 
able to cope with all that in the past, but this 
group seem to be coping admirably for their 
clubs in the Premier League, so let's find out. 

Just what team Roy will put out against Italy 
in Manaus on Saturday remains to be seen, 
but while that opening fixture of a World Cup 
is important, history tells us you can do rea¬ 
sonably well without winning your first game. 

I should know, because in Mexico 1986 we 
lost our first game to Portugal! So while it's 
not a must-win fixture to go through, losing it 
would make it very difficult to qualify out of 
what is always going to be a tight group.

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Will we see a fit 
Roo rule at last? 


T HE build-up to England's 2014 World Cup 

campaign feels very different to that of previous 
tournaments. 

Gone are the hype and pressure which have bur¬ 
dened previous squads. No longer does the nation 
expect a repeat of 1966; this time around there 
has been little discussion of what could lie in store 
should England reach the second round. 

A tough group, containing World Cup heavy¬ 
weights Italy and the attacking threat of Luis 
Suarez and his Uruguay team-mates, means there 
has arguably never been so little expected of an 
England team. 

Instead, Brazil 2014 feels like a fresh start for the 
Three Lions. Gone - with the exception of Steven 
Gerrard and Frank Lampard - are the so-called 
‘Golden Generation' which turned out to be no bet¬ 
ter than those that had gone before. 

The aforementioned duo add valuable experience 
to the squad, but it is the untried youngsters who 
have raised excitement levels. 

It remains to be seen whether this World Cup is 
too soon for the likes of Ross Barkley, Luke Shaw 
and Raheem Sterling, but the fact that nine of the 
20 outfield players selected by Roy Hodgson have 
10 caps or less means they do not possess the scars 
of previous failures. 

Success at Euro 2016 or the next World Cup 
seems a more realistic target, but Hodgson denies 
that Brazil is being used as a stepping stone along 
that path. 

"We're not thinking about that, to be frank," he 
said. "The next World Cup is a long way off and 
this tournament means everything to us. 

"Our focus is very much on this tournament and 
I refute any claims that some of these players have 
been selected because of 2016. They are selected 
because of 2014. 

"I think they can do well, but, of course, if when 
we're analysing what we got out of the tournament 
one of the things was that some of the players 
have grown up a little bit, got a bit more experi¬ 
ence, then it will stand them in good stead for the 
future." 

In truth, the form and fitness of the players at his 
disposal meant Hodgson had little choice but to 
go with such a youthful squad. While Ashley Cole 
struggled to get regular football at Chelsea this 


season, 18-year-old Shaw was voted the best left- 
back in the Premier League for his performances at 
Southampton, forcing Hodgson's hand. 

"It was a decision I had to take," conceded Hodg¬ 
son after a selection call which resulted in Cole 
retiring from international football. "Circumstances 
will prove whether the decision to take the younger 
player is the right one or not." 

But even in the worst-case scenario of 
an early England exit, many will believe 
Hodgson at least got his squad selection 
right and hope that any lessons learnt in 
Brazil will pay dividends in the future. 

For England really to make an impact 
this summer, Hodgson must also prove 
he can get his team selection and tactics 
right. That means getting his Liverpool 
contingent to reproduce the form which 
saw them go so close to winning the 
Premier League and, perhaps more im¬ 
portantly, getting the best out of Wayne 
Rooney. 

The Manchester United striker has 
barely been mentioned in the build-up 
to this World Cup, in contrast to the 
past two tournaments when he has car¬ 
ried the hopes of a nation. 

It is a decade since he lit up Euro 
2004 as an 18-year-old and, having 
failed to score in eight previous World 
Cup appearances, this could be his time 
to shine on the biggest stage of all. 

"We have nothing to fear with 
Wayne," said Hodgson. "His attitude 
is spot on. His desire could not be 
better. 

"Has he got the ability? Yes, he 
has, so it's just a case of bring on the 
matches and on that particular day 
Wayne Rooney can find the form that 
makes him who he is." 

Having nothing to fear could be the 
key to this youthful England squad 
ending the years of hurt. You win 
nothing with kids apparently. And 
while nobody is expecting England to 
win the World Cup, this squad will at 
least hope to return with their heads held high.

Our 
faces smudged with tears. We went home. 
Nothing can ruin a barbecue quite like an 
England World Cup loss. 

Well, steel yourself England because on 
Thursday, World Cup 2014 kicks off in 
Brazil. 

National tension and anticipation mounts. 
Will the lads have enough time 
to acclimatise or will they feel too 
hot? Will Rooney sparkle or flop? 
Will the venues just be muddy 
building sites? 

Will the host city Manaus be 
flooded by Amazonian rains? Will 
everyone contract Dengue fever?

This could be the 
year our young 
lions come of age

W HEN it comes to England I usually veer 
away from the popular national opinion 
on the current state of the England side. 

Perhaps being raised by an English father 
and a Scottish mother helps balance my views 
as each tournament comes around. I didn't 
get carried away with the fervour about the 
Three Lions' golden generation of Beckham, 
Lampard, Scholes, Ferdinand et al with each 
passing competition. 

Then, just as national optimism has dissolved 
into pessimism at the past two tournaments, I 
find myself leaning in the other direction and 
believing this is the most exciting England side 
since Shearer and Sheringham left their mark 
on Euro 96. 

For years England teams have been 
overloaded with big names who have 
struggled to play alongside each other. 

Finally English football is in a place where 
the most exciting players are the youngest 
ones, somewhat akin to Germany's footballing 
revolution for the 2006 World Cup on home 
soil. The likes of Sturridge, Sterling, Wilshere, 
Henderson, Oxlade-Chamberlain, Shaw and 
Jones herald a new speedy, strong and skilful 
era for the England side. 

My only fear is that the man who picked 
them might be too cautious to use them.Roy 
Hodgson is known for his pragmatic approach 
to management. While he's worked wonders 
over the years building tight, organised teams 
that upset the bigger sides, he didn't look 
comfortable at Liverpool with more talent at 
his disposal. 

I hope that doesn't prove to be his downfall 
with England because there's one name I left 
out of that talented young list of Lions who 
needs to become the lyncnpin of the national 
side for the Italy game and then for the 
foreseeable future. 

Despite Roy's best attempts, he can't keep 
playing down the hype spreading around Ross 
Barkley. With each appearance in an England 
shirt, the 20-year-old Everton midfielder has 
looked more and more like the young wizard 
able to provide the magic lacking in recent 
years. 

I can remember Mexico 86, but the first 
World Cup that really swept me up was 
Italia 90. As an impressionable 10-year-old 
Tottenham Hotspur fan there was no greater 
sight than Paul Gascoigne setting the world 
alight on the biggest stage. 

It's been said before about young England 
players down the years, but Barkley really 
does represent the closest thing we've have to 
Gazza 24 years on. 

We have our lynchpin, we have a young 
vibrant side and if they are given the freedom 
to express themselves in Brazil then we might 
just give the world a bit of a shock.

Launch of art and sculpture trail 
marks start of summer festival 



WORKS of art at more than 30 venues across 
Harlow, including the Star office, make up 
the town's first-ever art and sculpture trail. 

The trail was launched last week by 
Gatehouse Arts, the Gibberd Gallery and the 
Harvey Centre.

County councillor John Jowers, cabinet 
member for libraries, communities and 
planning, added: "It is marvellous that 
new Essex Summer of Art trails have been 
developed for Harlow, a town which proudly 
demonstrates the county's vast cultural 
heritage."

kUTY is in the eye of the 
beholder but when that beauty 
defies the conventions of a 
V prejudiced era it must stay a 
cherished secret. 

Belle is the enchanting 
dramatisation of a true story 
of fortitude across racial and 
class divides at a time when 
pompous men of privilege were 
vociferously debating the end of 
slavery in England. 

The high-profile case at the 
centre of the debate concerned 
the crew of a ship called the 
Zong, who had thrown dozens 
of slaves overboard because 
they did not have enough 
supplies for the duration of the 
voyage. 

When the ship reached 
port, the Zong's Liverpool- 
based owners demanded 
compensation for the lost slaves 
but insurers refused to honour 
the claim. The subsequent trial 
posed uncomfortable questions 
about the monetary value of 
human life. 

Captain Sir John Lindsay 
(Matthew Goode) brings 
his illegitimate, mixed race 
daughter Dido (Lauren Julien- 
Box) to England and entrusts 
the child to his aristocratic 
uncle - Lord Mansfield (Tom 
Wilkinson) - while he returns 
to sea. 

Lord Mansfield's wife (Emily 
Watson) is opposed to the plan 
but he permits Dido to stay, 
allowing his great-niece to 
become a constant companion 
to her cousin Elizabeth (Cara 
Jenkins). The girls blossom and 
Lady Elizabeth (now played by 


Sarah Gadon) prepares to seek 
wealthy husband. 

Dido (now played by Gugu 
Mbatha-Raw) is afforded 
certain privileges by her lineage 
but she must remain behind 
closed doors at important social 
gatherings. 

Oliver Ashford (James Norton), 
the handsome offspring of 
Lord and Lady Ashford (Alex 
Jennings, Miranda Richardson) 
is a potential love match 
for Elizabeth but he is more 
interested in Dido. However, 
Dido's head is turned by 
idealistic lawyer John Davinier 
(Sam Reid), who is heavily 
involved in the Zong case and 
opens her eyes to the barbarism 
of slavery. 

Elegantly scripted by Misan 
Sagay, Belle is a beautifully 
crafted companion piece to 12 
Years A Slave that traverses a 
moral maze through British eyes 
and reminds us that we, too, 
have blood on our hands. 

The ensemble cast delivers 
excellent performances, 
particularly Mbatha-Raw 
who possesses beauty and 
vulnerability on camera. She 
catalyses smouldering screen 
chemistry with Reid, while 
Wilkinson brings pomp and 
circumstance to his pivotal role 
as a man with the power to chip 
away at the foundations of the 
legal firmament. 

Dramatic momentum steadily 
builds to Lord Mansfield's 
deliberation on the Zong case, 
watched intently by Dido and 
Davinier. Like them, we're 
spellbound by his ruling.

If you’re new to this or 
haven’t sold a home for a 
few years, you might be in 
for a surprise - the 
declaration forms are 
quite extensive. 

At first glance the Sellers 
Property Information 
Form, the Fixtures Fittings 
and Contents Form and, in 
certain cases, the 
Leasehold Information 
Form might look like 
simple ‘tick box’ 
documents, but they form 
part of the contract of sale 
and unless you’re honest 
you could risk future legal 
action, sometimes long 
after the completion date. 

The purpose of the forms 
is to reduce buyers’ risk 
by informing them of any 
issues that may be of 
concern and, in particular, 
anything that may affect 
the value of the property. 

Naturally a seller may be 
worried about exposing 
any negative aspects of 
their homes and many are 
tempted to avoid telling a 
purchaser anything they 
may consider off-putting. 

The bigger the problem 
the stronger the urge to 
hide it. But it’s no good 
saying ‘not as far as the

Disputes with 
neighbours, planning 
applications and any 
potential risk of flooding 
that may affect the 
property needs to be 
declared.

Club members Will Marklew and 
Naomi Harryman shone in Herts 
and Essex Schools’ 
Championships to ensure their 
spot in front of the Sky cameras at 
the English Schools’ finals at 
Birmingham’s Alexandra 
Stadium. 

Former Mark Hall School stu¬ 
dent Chiassaro performed 
superbly in the IPC Athletics 
Grand Prix, which doubled up as 
the Swiss Open Nationals, a well- 
known and established event for 
wheelchair athletes from all over 
the world. 

Chiassaro, a Harlow Athletic 
Club member and T54 interna¬ 
tional wheelchair athlete, com¬ 
peted in the 100 metres, 200m and 
400m against the other top ath¬ 
letes in the world: Kenny van 
Weeghel, Leo Pekka Tahti and 
Marc Schuh. 

Finishing with personal bests 
(PBs) in all his events, Chiassaro 
confirmed his position as the 
fourth ranked athlete for the 100m 
and 200m in Europe. 

In the 100m, he clocked 14.61 for 
sixth (fourth best in Europe). 

He was also sixth in the 200m 
(25.41, and fourth in Europe). 

In the 400m, he clocked 49.83 to 
finish in ninth, once again against 
the world’s best. 

Chiasarro told the Star. “I was 


nervous in Switzerland but my 
times are so high at the moment.” 

Elsewhere, Naomi Harryman 
(16) produced an excellent perfor¬ 
mance at the Essex Schools to win 
the intermediate girls long jump 
with a leap of 5.76m. 

Harryman is ranked in the top 
six in the UK for both high and 
long jump (U-17 girls). 

Rated No.3 in the high jump, she 
should be selected by Essex for 
this event at Birmingham this 
summer. 

Marklew threw his way into 
selection for the English Schools 
finals at the Hertfordshire Schools 
Athletics Championships at 
Jarman Park, Hemel Hempstead. 

The 15-year-old took gold in the 
javelin with a national standard 
throw of 54.76m. 

His throw also broke the 15-year 
record at his school (Bishop’s 


Stortford High School). 

He also clinched gold in the shot 
put, with a PB of 12.61m. 

“I came here aiming to throw a 
national standard and hopefully 
secure selection for the English 
Schools Finals. Achieving two 
gold medals was a nice bonus.” 

Back at Essex, Rosie Poole (14), a 
Stewards student, won a superb 
silver medal in the inter girls 
1500m in 5:01. 

Poole led all the way only to be 
beaten in the home straight by 
eventual winner Hannah Irwin 
from North East Essex. 

Jodi Ratcliffe (15), a Mark Hall 
student, was fourth in the inter 
girls 800m in 2:22. 

Ben Pattison (16), a Mark Hall 
student, was fourth in the inter 
boys 3,000m in 9:29. 

Harlow Athletic Club member 
Lewis Harknett, a Stewards pupil, 


was seventh in the junior boys 
1,500m final in 4:51.2 (PB) and 
brother Owen also ran a PB of 2:26 
in the 800m heat for 7th.

AFTER nailing a 45ft putt on the very 
first hole of her debut for Great Britain & 
Ireland against America, you might have 
forgiven Harlow’s Gabriella Cowley for 
thinking: ‘It’s easy this Curtis Cup lark’. 

Buoyed by this astonishing shot at the St 
Louis Golf Club in Missouri, Cowley 
played superbly and only narrowly lost 
her two matches on the first two days’ of 
gripping competition in the world’s top 
team event for amateur lady golfers. 

But the Americans’ knowledge of the 
greens and how to play them proved cru¬ 
cial as GB&I lost the overall match 13-7.

She told the Star. “In the first game I 
holed a 45ft putt. It gave me a lot of confi¬ 
dence and I played well on the first day.” 

She eventually lost this foursomes 
match with partner Eilidh Briggs 3&1. 

“I prefer the foursomes because I don’t 
have to rely on the other player, all I can 
do is rely on my game,” she explained. 

There were words of comfort from GB&I 
captain Tegwin Matthews after their loss. 

“She was obviously worried about it, we 
[the team] were not doing well, it was 
hard for her.” 

In her second match Cowley joined 
Briggs again, this time in the fourballs 
(where players take turns to take a shot 
from the same ball). 

“We both played really well but the 
Americans were seven under par after 13 
holes. They were playing unreal. It was 
hard.” 


The GB&I duo eventually lost this 3&2 to 
Ashlan Ramsey and Alison Lee.

Coach’s insight 
into finding top 
players for 
regional centre 

HARLOW hockey stalwart Bob 
Gotobed revealed a fascinating 
insight into how his East 
regional team spots talented 
teenage players to put them on 
the path to success with 
England. 

Crucially instead of playing 
11-a-side hockey at U-15 level, 
the teams play seven-a-side. 

This allows coaches to get a 
better understanding of the 
quality of the players. 

Gotobed explained: “The 
U-15s are made to play seven-a¬ 
side and that allows the coach¬ 
es to really look at the individu¬ 
al skills of the players. 

“Eleven-a-side may not see 
the ball go on to the left side of 
the pitch - how do you know if 
a player is any good? And does 
the goalkeeper get tested 
[enough]? 

“At U-15 level [seven-a-side] 
we can hone in and look at the 
individual skills of the players 
and make suggestions about 
how they develop.” 

Then from U-16 level and 
onwards teams revert to 
11-a-side and players learn 
more about the tactical side of 
the game. 

Gotobed, who had three 
spells at Harlow Hockey Club 
over a 30-year period, is relish¬ 
ing his new role and clearly gets 
more of a buzz from coaching 
young players as he did play¬ 
ing. 

He will have a busy summer 
as from now until September 
he will be running sessions 
with the U-15, U-16, U-17 and 
U-18 players at Bury St 
Edmunds, Suffolk. 

“This is a crucial time for 
youngsters. We will work with 
them for two days on the trot 
for four hours each day, work¬ 
ing with the kids and the 
coaches,” he explained. 

“There will be 30 players in 
each age group [at the high per¬ 
formance centre]. 

“You can look back to when 
they started these junior high 
performance camps five years 
ago to see the youngsters that 
are coming through into the 
England set-up now.” 

Due to Harlow’s location, tal¬ 
ented young hockey players 
from the town will have the 
choice of joining Gotobed at 
Bury St Edmunds, or attending 
the other junior regional high 
performance camp at 
Northwood, near Watford in 
Hertfordshire. 

Gotobed’s love of hockey 
began when he was a teenage 
student at Burnt Mill School. 

“Hockey has given me a lot of 
pleasure, playing and coach¬ 
ing. I get a real buzz from see¬ 
ing youngsters come in and 
develop. In some cases I have 
taken them from when they 
didn’t know what end of the 
stick to pick up, to play at a high 
standard for Essex,” he said. “I 
have been able to turn them 
into better players. 

“As a coach you can only 
coach so many players but with 
this [central contract] I can 
coach coaches to work with 
more players and improve 
them individually.” 


Headhunted duo’s key role

TWO former Harlow Hockey 
Club players have been 
headhunted by England 
Hockey to improve the 
standard of coaching for 
young hockey players in the 
East region. 

Bob Gotobed (54) and tal¬ 
ented National Hockey 
League player Shenarda 
Dedic (23) have been handed 
central contracts by England 
Hockey, and will coach the 
coaches that train youngsters 
from the East region, and will 
also pass on their tactical 
wisdom to the young players 
themselves. 

They will be based at a 
Junior Regional High 
Performance Camp in Bury 
St Edmunds, which will look 
after youngsters from Essex, 
Suffolk, Norfolk and 
Cambridgeshire. 

Gotobed, of Spencers Croft 
in Harlow, is a hockey veteran 
having first played for Harlow 
back in 1978. 

He has worked with England 
Hockey on the coaching edu¬ 
cation side of the game for the 
last 17 years. 

The appointment of 
Gotobed and Dedic as coach¬ 
ing gurus for the East region 
is a real shot in the arm for 
young hockey players in 
Essex, who can then be ear¬ 
marked for national training 
camps. 

Gotobed explained: “We are 
trying to get more youngsters 
involved at a reasonably high 
level. 

“Being regional coaches 
now, we are going to be 
responsible for mentoring 
coaches and making sure the 
best hockey is delivered to the 
players.” 

Dedic, of Aylets Field in 
Harlow, is an Old 
Loughtonians Hockey Club 
player in the Investec 


National League, and has a 
real flair for coaching. 

Gotobed believes Dedic 
could also go on to play hock¬ 
ey for England, as well as 
coaching in the upper eche¬ 
lons of England Hockey. 


Dedic will look after the 
U-15 and U-16 age group at 
Bury St Edmunds, with two 
regional coaches and two 
assistants under her guid¬ 
ance. 

Gotobed’s duties will 


involve coaching the goal¬ 
keeping coaches and coach¬ 
ing the U-15, U-16, U-17 and 
U-18 age groups, pushing the 
talented ones towards the 
national set-up. He will be in 
charge of four regional coach¬ 


es. 

“I am going to be responsi¬ 
ble for all the goalkeeping 
coaches, both sexes, from 
U-15s, U-16s, U-17s and U-18s. 
We will make sure we coach 
them just as England Hockey 
wants them coached,” he 
said. 

If successful, Gotobed 
hopes the pair of them will be 
promoted to coach national 
age group hockey players in 
the future. 

He said: “To have two peo¬ 
ple from the same town [at 
this junior regional high per¬ 
formance centre] is quite 
something.” 

The duo were appointed by 
England Hockey coaching 
manager Scott McNeill. 

Gotobed started coaching 
at Harlow in 1997, before 
spells coaching and playing 
at Broxbourne and Southend. 

He has been coaching and 
playing at London club 
Havering for the last two 
years. 

At present, Gotobed’s hock¬ 
ey coaching is mainly at 
weekends as he also juggles a 
full-time job working in the 
City. 

But Gotobed is hopeful this 
will set him on a new career 
path. 

He hopes his new role will 
be a stepping stone to work¬ 
ing with the Futures Cup and 
HIPAC (High Performance 
Camps) at national level. 

“It depends how successful 
we are. If we do a good job, 
then the next progression 
from the regional perfor¬ 
mance camps is the Futures 
Cup,” he said. 

This would mean develop¬ 
ing players to play for the 
England U-16 and U-18 
teams. 

“We don’t know what the 
future holds,” added Gotobed. 
“The Future Cup could be 
there for us to coach players 
from all over England.” 


Gotobed’s England hopes for Shenarda 


BOB Gotobed believes newly- 
appointed contracted East region 
coach Shenarda Dedic can play 
for England. 

Dedic (23), of Aylets Field in 
Harlow, pictured right , is a 

brilliant player as well as an 
inspirational coach. 

Dedic is a forward and plays in 
the Investec National Hockey 
League for renowned club Old 
Loughtonians, after previously 
playing for Chelmsford. 

“If she continues the sort of 
development she has shown, she 
still has four or five years until 
she hits her peak,” he said. 

Gotobed also believes former 
Harlow Hockey Club player 
Dedic will play an important role 
in the future with England 
Hockey on the coaching side. 

“She is very young to be a 


centrally contracted coach. She’s 
a really good coach, and in Essex 
she has done some sterling work 
with the junior regional 
performance camp,” he said. 

“She develops whole teams and 
she works well with defenders 
defending well together as 
opposed to individually, 
integrating the play from defence 
into the forward line.” 

Dedic, a former student at 
Passmores in Harlow, is relishing 
her role with the East region. 

She said: “The role is of great 
importance to me to and is one 
step closer to working as a 
performance coach for England 
Hockey as a National Age Group 
Squad (NAGS) coach for England 
Hockey which is my life’s dream. 

“The role will look at 
developing the coaching and 


coaches within the single system 
at Junior Regional Performance 
Centres. 

“I will be working closely with 
the regional performance 
coaches looking to develop their 
knowledge and delivery of the 
important key areas in which 
England Hockey are looking to 
deliver around England. 

“I will also be looking at talent 
identification of potential NAGS 
players within the U-15/U-16 
girls age groups at the Bury St 
Edmunds centre.” 

Dedic is studying coaching 
badges and hopes to pass her 
qualifications in the next few 
months to become a coach 
educator helping to deliver 
national governing bodies’ 
awards in hockey, and also as a 
Level 3 assessor for England. 
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‘Get off the golf course, Gabriella - there’s a tornado coming’ 


GABRIELLA Cowley will certainly never 
forget her debut for Great Britain and 
Ireland in the Curtis Cup in the USA - 
after being forced off the course when 
a tornado threatened to strike the St 
Louis complex. 

The 18-year-old, of Threshers Barn 
in Harlow, admits she had never seen 
anything like it as a nine-hour delay 
on Saturday disrupted the world’s top 
competition for amateur lady golfers.

“As the tornado got worse, they said 
we might need to go under ground but 
we didn’t in the end.

“There was a nine-hour delay. We 
got to the golf club at 6am and did not 
get home until half eight [pm]. 

“I had never experienced anything 
like that before. Some of the girls had 


played out there but had never seen it 
as bad as that.” 

Cowley, the second youngest in the 
GB&I team, played a match on the first 
day on the Friday, losing 3&1 with 
Eilidh Briggs to the USA’s Erynne Lee 
and Annie Park in the afternoon 
foursomes. 

She played another match on the 
Saturday, losing 3&2 to Eilidh against 
Ashlan Ramsey and Alison Lee. 

On the Sunday, she went down 5&4 
to Annie Park in her singles match, 
but by that stage USA had already 
won.

COACHING guru Bob Gotobed 
has called on more secondary 
schools in Harlow to support 
hockey - and reignite the sport in 
the town. 

Gotobed (54), of Spencers Croft 
in Harlow, and 23-year-old 
Harlow player Shenarda Dedic 
have just been appointed on cen¬ 
tral contracts to coach young 
hockey players from the East 
region at a junior high perfor¬ 
mance centre (see inside). 

He says he has grown hugely 
frustrated by the lack of support 
for hockey from schools in Harlow 
which have installed 3G artificial 
pitches, unsuitable for hockey. 

Mark Hall, Stewards and 
Passmores have all introduced 
expensive artificial football 
pitches in recent years. 

Harlow Hockey Club was forced 
to move outside the town after 
the loss of its expensive, purpose- 
built pitch at the old Passmores 
School site in Tendring Road. 

From being a thriving club 10 
years ago, membership at Harlow 
HC has dwindled as players are 
faced with 10-mile round trips to 
Sawbridgeworth, where the club 
is now based and has to pay fees 
which cost far more than those 
they paid at the old site, which 
has now closed down. 

Gotobed, a former first team 
goalkeeper and stalwart hockey 
coach who started playing at 
Harlow HC in 1978, said: “Harlow 
Hockey Club cannot play in 
Harlow because there is no longer 


an Astroturf suitable in Harlow. 

“They are having to pay huge 
sums of money to play at 
Sawbridgeworth. Harlow needs a 
new facility. I have seen some 
very good players come out of 
Harlow but they have got no 
choice but to go somewhere else. 

“In Shen’s case, she is a very 
good player but had to change 
clubs in order to progress. 

“Hockey is a brilliant sport. I 
would love to see more of it hap¬ 
pen in Harlow. When I used to 
run hockey days in schools in 
Harlow, I saw some really good 


players and we need to get them a 
club.” 

Gotobed admits Harlow HC was 
not helped by being so close to 
some top clubs, including Old 
Loughtonians, Broxbourne and 
Bishop’s Stortford. 

“It’s very frustrating for me hav¬ 
ing been a part of the club for a 
very long time. I felt I had to move 
on in order to have a useful role, 
and until there is a facility or a 
school that will properly embrace 
the sport I cannot see how we are 
going to build hockey back up in 
the town,” he said. 


“Only schools playing hockey 
can feed into a club. Saffron 
Walden has the County High, 
Bishop’s Stortford has Bishop’s 
Stortford College and Hockerill. 
That all feeds into Saffron Walden 
and Bishop’s Stortford hockey 
clubs. 

“I think Harlow [Hockey Club] 
has struggled and lost a lot of 
players last year. There’s only two 
ladies [sides] and one men’s team 
now. We need someone going into 
the schools and promoting play¬ 
ing hockey - that’s the way clubs 
are going to survive in the future.”
